Upon  becoming  70  years  of 
age  in  October,  1963,  Dr.  Jones 
has  reached  the  mandatory  re¬ 
tirement  age.  His  career  as 
an  educator  began  52  years 
ago,  with  his  devoted  service 
to  MSC  beginning  in  1938  as 
dean  of  faculty.  In  December, 
1945,  he  succeeded  Dr.  Uel 
Lamkin  to  the  presidency. 

A  graduate  of  Indiana  Uni¬ 
versity,  Dr.  Jones  is  an  active 
member  of  several  civic  and 
fraternal  organizations  and 
was  named  “Man  of  the  Year” 
by  the  MaryviUe  Chamber  of 
Commerce  in  1958.

Slade  Jackson,  .former  North¬ 
west  State  College  sophomore, 
died  about  midnight  Sunday  in 
the  Nebraska  Methodist  Hos¬ 
pital,  Omaha,  Neb.,  of  injuries 
suffered  while  swimming  in  the 
102  River  Thursday  afternoon. 

He  would  have  been  20  July 

9. 

Jackson  is  thought  to  have 
dived  into  the  river  about  5 
p.  m.  Thursday  and  apparent¬ 
ly  hit  bottom  in  IV2  to  2  feet 
of  water  breaking  his  neck. 

Jackson  was  the  son  of 
M/Sgt.  and  Mrs.  John  C.  Jack- 
son,  Papillion,  Neb.  Sgt.  Jack- 
son  is  stationed  at  Offutt  Air 
Force  Base,  Omaha. 

Services  were  held  Tuesday 
at  Papillion  under  the  auspices 
of  Tau  Kappa  Epsilon  Fratern¬ 
ity. 

Jackson  was  working  toward 
a  BS  degree  in  secondary  edu¬ 
cation  with  a  major  in  Spanish 
and  a  sociology  minor.  He  re¬ 
sided  at  the  fraternity  house 
at  222  W.  Cooper  St.  Jack.son 
was  a  graduate  of  Papillion 
High  School. 

William  Yeager,  MSC  soph¬ 
omore,  was  the  first  to  reach 
Jackson.  He  puDed  him  from 
the  water  after  he  was  in¬ 
jured.  A  group  of  college  stu¬ 
dents  used  a  car  seat  as  a 
stretcher  to  take  Jackson  to 
their  cars. 

After  he  was  given  emer¬ 
gency  treatment  at  St.  Fran¬ 
cis  Hospital,  he  was  taken  to 
Omaha,  Neb.,  by  ambulance.

“We  will  never  bring  disgrace  to  this,  our  College,  by  any  act  of 
cowardice  or  dishonesty.  We  will  fight  for  the  ideals  and  sacred 
things  of  the  College.  We  will  revere  and  obey  the  College  laws  and 
do  our  best  to  incite  a  like  respect  and  reverence  In  others.  We  will 
transmit  this  College  to  those  who  come  after  us,  greater,  better, 
and  more  beautiful  than  it  was  transmitted  to  us.” 
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To  the  Editors 
Gentlemen: 

I  have  been  a  careful  and 
critical  reader  of  the  North¬ 
west  Missourian  since  the  sum¬ 
mer  session  of  1963.  It  is  my 
belief  that  the  paper  has  thus 
far  completely  failed  to  achieve 
the  standards  which  one  can 
normally  and  reasonably  ex¬ 
pect  from  a  college  newspaper. 

It  is  my  belief  that  a  college 
newspaper  should  be  some¬ 
thing  more  than  a  news  sheet. 
Establishing  this  belief  as  a 
criterion  for  college  papers, 
we  find  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian  an  immediate  failure; 
tlie  paper  is  nothing  more  than 
a  news  sheet  and  of  question¬ 
able  journalistic  excellence  as 
such.  A  college  paper,  furtlier- 
more,  should  foster  1)  an  intel¬ 
lectual  atmosphere;  2)  an  art¬ 
istic  atmosphere;  3)  an  atmos¬ 
phere  of  academic  freedom ; 
the  Northwest  Missourian  fos¬ 
ters  none  of  these,  a  phenom¬ 
enon  which  is  indeed  strange 
since  most  other  college  news¬ 
papers  do  foster  these  atmos¬ 
pheres.  Any  top  flight  college 
paper  must  foster  them.  Hav¬ 
ing  made  my  general  criti¬ 
cisms  of  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian,  1  will  now  offer  my 
solutions.  First  of  all,  if  the 
paper  is  to  be  something  more 
than  a  news  sheet,  either  much 
news  will  have  to  be  eliminat¬ 
ed  from  the  paper’s  usual  four 
pages,  or  more  pages  will  have 
to  be  added.  The  extra  space 
is  to  be  used  to  create  the  in¬ 
tellectual,  artistic,  and  acad¬ 
emic  freedom  atmospheres. 

How  is  an  intellectual  atmos¬ 
phere  to  be  created?  At  the 
core  of  intellectual  atmos¬ 
pheres  in  college  papers  are 
articles  which  interpret,  an¬ 
alyze,  and  criticize.  The  sub¬ 
ject  matter  of  these  articles 
might  be  national,  state,  or  lo¬ 
cal  governmental  affairs,  col¬ 
lege  affairs,  religion,  trends  or 
problems  in  our  society,  or  any 
one  of  a  variety  of  other  sub¬ 
jects. 

The  recent  Literary  Supple¬ 
ment  to  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian  resembles  what  1  would 
consider  an  artistic  atmos¬ 
phere.  At  the  heart  of  an  art¬ 
istic  atmosphere  is  the  presen¬ 
tation  of  the  creative  works  of 
the  student.  These  works  may 
be  poetry,  essays,  short  stor¬ 
ies;  perhaps  even  drawings  by 


art  students  could  be  repro¬ 
duced.  Book  reviews  (of  a 
much  more  comprehensive  na¬ 
ture  than  those  usually  seen 
in  the  Northwest  Missourian) 
and  record  reviews  would 
round  out  an  artistic  atmos¬ 
phere. 

After  your  publication  of  the 
very  fine  letters  of  Mr.  Mur¬ 
dock  and  Mr.  O’Neill,  I  would 
somewhat  lessen  my  criticism 
of  lack  of  academic  freedom. 
Let  me  say  that  academic 
freedom  is  the  freedom  of  the 
student  in  his  intellectual  writ¬ 
ings  or  artistic  works  to  say 
what  the  faculty,  the  friends, 
the  administrative  hierarchy, 
and  the  students  of  N.W.M.S.C. 
disagree  with.  As  I  have  yet 
to  find  anyone  who  holds  a 
monopoly  on  truth  or  righteous¬ 
ness,  limits  to  academic  free¬ 
dom  should  be  few. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  staff 
and  advisors  of  the  Northwest 
Missourian  will  seriously  con¬ 
sider  my  proposed  changes. 
In  view  of  Mr.  Murdock’s  re¬ 
cent  letter,  I  believe  that  a 
poll  of  student  opinion  on  this 
matter  is  definitely  called  for. 
It  will  be  with  great  impa¬ 
tience  that  I  await  the  flower¬ 
ing  of  my  proposed  changes.
